This rarely performed setting of the canticle is one of several great choral works 
the composer wrote to commemorate the important events of his day, and contains 
the grand choral effects, widely spaced harmonies, and simple over-all harmonic 
pattern which we characterize today as Handelian. Queen Anne was so pleased 
with this music that she settled a royal pension on Handel, later doubled under her 
successor. As a part of the liturgy, it would dwarf, not enhance, the service, and 
should therefore be presented as a separate entity on a festival occasion, as at present. 
A section of women’s voices will be used to sing a second treble part in two choruses.
